1 . PSYCHOLOGICAL: SIGNING THIS WEEK OF LONG-DELAYED INTERIM 
JAPAN-SOVIET FISHERIES AGREEMENT WAS KEY FOR FURTHER COMMENT ON 
SERIOUS IMPACT FOR JAPAN OF RISING TIDE OF "RESOURCES NATIONALISM" 

OF WHICH 200-MILE ZONES ARE SEEN AS ONE PART. JAPANESE MEDIA 
CONTINUED THEIR CLOSE SCRUTINY OF KOREA-RELATED STORIES FOR 
INDICATORS OF U.S. INTENTIONS AND OF TRENDS THAT MAY AFFECT 
JAPAN DIRECTLY. REPORTED TALK IN SEOUL THAT U.S. WITHDRAWAL 
MIGHT PUSH SEOUL TOWARD DEVELOPING KOREA FORCE DE FRAPPE. PRES. 
CARTER INTERVIEW BY "US NEWS AND WORLD REPORT" WAS REPORTED UNDER 
BIG HEADLINES ON HIS STATEMENT THAT TACNUKES COULD BE USED IF 
NECESSARY. AMB. MANSFIELD NEWS INTERVIEW IN HELENA WAS 
PROMINENTLY TREATED IN JUNE 1 EVENING PRESS, WITH HEADLINES 
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FOCUSING ON HIS STATEMENT THAT HE DISAGREES WITH JAPANESE VIEW 
THAT U.S. SHOULD MAINTAIN ITS TROOP STRENGTH IN ROK. TWO 
PAPERS EVEN LINKED TOGETHER HIS SEPARATE AND UNRELATED STATEMENTS

ITS DEFENSE CAPABILITIES.
